Tho soua- 
tor, in ono of his loltors, requests a detailed 
statement of tho mothods oi transacting busi- 
ness in each division of oach bureau, includ- 
ing ono or more items of tho principal busi- 
ness matters transacted in oach of such di- 
visions,, beginning with tho receipt of the 
business matter in tho department, and then 
showing in consecutive ordor tho various 
steps taken by oach of such business mat- 
tors, through tho various divisions and tho 
various bureaus and divisions of such 
bureaus and 
employes 
through 
whoso 


hands tho samo passes, and 
by 
whom 


it is considered and actod upon, and tho 
action takon by oach, until tho samo is finally 
disposed of, and notice given to tho proper 
party. 


A second and third letter call for varied 


information that will put tho committee in 
as comploto possession of everything con- 
nected with tho workings of tho departments 
as is contained in tho knowledge of every 
person employed therein, from the secretary 
down to tho lowest grade cleric. 


Theso letters show that Senator Cockro'.l 


intends the Investigation to bo thorough and 
searching. For tho last ton or twelve years, 
ho says, tho heads of departments or bureaus 
havo boon clamoring for more help. Some 
of tho buroaus probably need larger force, 
others perhaps do not need tho force they 
havo all along boon provided with, and .this 
investigation, tho senator thinks, will at 
least show whothor congress has boon remiss 
in not providing additional force, or tho ad- 
ministration of the departments fault by not 
utilizing and arranging their employes so as 
to keop all busy, and at tho same timo keep 
the work everywhere well attended to.

But ono day nL'ter his sen- 
tence ho broke into teare as lie niado his sor- 
rowful confession to Gen. Eckerfc. Among 
other tilings ho said about-tliis: 'I was ap- 
pointed to assassinate Lincoln and fully in- 
tended to do so. Everybody laiow his cus- 
tom was to go over to tho war department, 
aCter all tho duties of tho day wore over, and 
I expected to shoot him on ono of these trips; 
but after! took tho contract ho did not go 
over at night for two weeks, and I was repri- 
manded; so I determined to find an oppor- 
tunity. I stood behind a tree tho night utter 
my reprimand, ivhon Hr. Lincoln and an- 
other gentleman unexpectedly passed mo. 1 
waited for their return. As they passed Hr. 
Lincoln was telling a story, of which I caught 
a sentence. I followed with my pistol cocked, 
but waited to hear tho rest of tho story.' 
Then ho related tho story. 'The delay saved 
him, for they -were soon joined by others, 
which prevented my shooting. 
It was a 


night when tho sheet ice on tho ground made 
so iimcu noise it was not easy to hear.' "—

During that timo its independent 
right to iuiiiato legislation had boon stiilorl 
and the Conservatives were.exulting over 
tho prospects of passing a motion to force tho 
houso to surrendoi- tho whole of its timo until 
the government could carry through to pass- 
ago an Irish bill of increased and unwar- 
rantable severity. This kind of pressure, he 
said, would have a tendency to undermine 
tho authority of the chair, and bring into 
disrepute tho rules of procedure. Tho pres- 
ent 
position .of tho 
houso, Gladstone 


said, 
was 
altogether 
different 
from 


that which 
it 
occupied 
during 
tho 


period of its consideration of tho coercion 
act of ISbl. Hitherto when ministers had 
asked permission to introduce legislation 
dealing with crime in Ireland they had en- 
deavored to show that crime existed there to 
the extent of terrifying tho law-abiding por- 
tion of tho people and of subverting tho law- 
fully constituted authority of the govern- 
ment. Such is not the case now. They 
make no such attempt. It is sufficient crime 
in tho oyes of tho government that tho poo- 
plo of, Ireland have combined to secure a re- 
duction of rent. The evidence of Gen. Bulier 
boforo the Irish land commission had proved 
that no general movement was made against 
tho payment of rent, but that tenants had 
simply combined their eflorts to have tho 
rents reduced to a fair and just amount. "While 
preaching thodoctrino oteanetity of contracts 
Gladstone continued, Balfour was intending 
to introduce a bill violating the terms of 
leasehold contracts adjusted undor tho land 
act of 1SS1, just as tho judicial rents wore 
adjusted. It was not for tho purpose of vin- 
dicating the sanctity of contracts, nor to ro- 
pross a widespread outbreak of crimo and 
outrage that coercion for Ireland is now de- 
manded by tho government, and whatever 
tho nature of tho government's bill may turn 
out to be when it is disclosed, it is the duty 
of tho Liberal party now to refuse to vote 
urgency for its introduction. 
Gladstone 


trusted that tho people of England would 
see tho Liberal party united in opposition to 
this measure to its lost stngo, and expressed 
hope that tho Liberals wo uld proclaim with 
all tho strength of'justice and reason against 
a government which, after eighty-six yoars 
of experience had boon given to it in vain, 
•was now preparing to strike a frosh blow at 
tho life and happiness of Ireland, and at tho 
prosperity and unity of tho empire. 


Chamborlaiu expressed his condemnation 


of the'attitude of those who not knowing the 
nature of tho bill refusod tho government an 
opportunity to introduce and discuss it. 
Experience, ho said, has ;shown that for-

failed of their objoct, and tho condition o[ 
Ireland was as bad as over, if not worse. 
Tho government, ho thought, had boon un-

Mr. Sherman suid whoa ho accepted tho in- 
vi&tion of Tenr.ossoo Republicans to address 
thorn ho did so in tho hope that what ho 
mi^bt say might induce tho people of lon- 
lessoe- to join tho Republican party and fol- 
ow its policy—a policy that will contribute 
o tho whole country's growth and ad- 
vantage. Ho hold that tho constitution was 
not to bo strictly construed, liko an indict- 
iiont or a bond framed by a usurer, but it was

Ho spoko of 
Tonnessoo's part in tbo lato war and said tho 
lopublican party is pledged to soo that ovcry 
citizen of every state is protected in all his 
rights and privileges. Ho paid a handsomo 
ributo to tho vim and energy of tho now 
outh and then took up tho tariff. 


Tho internal revenue taxes, yielding $100,- 


100,000, ho said, couid bo easily dispensed 
vith at any time without injury to any one, 
but urged that tho duties on imports could 
not bo done away with or reduced without 
disaster to American industry.

It shall be unlawful to till or take by 


any meane, contrivance |or device what, 
ever, or pnrsue with intent to kill or take 
or worry, or to hunt with a dog or dogs, 
any deer buck, <loo or fawn between the 
tenth of November ond tho first succeed- 
•icg day of October 


It shall be unlawful at any time to 


'ake, catcher kill any of the animals or 
birds mentioned in tho first three sec- 
tions of tLis act. by means of any snare, 
net, trap or uprinctgun; and it shall be 


j uulawf al at an y time to nte m pursuit of 


any such animal or bird, any pivot or 
swivel gun, or any other firo arm no', 
habitually held at aim's length and dis- 
charged from the shoulder. 


It shall be unlawful to take, destroy. :• 


have m i.oeteseion Ibe eggs of any o 
the birds mentioned m ..this act, or any 
wild pigeon, or to kill, wound or take any 
wild pigeon within Ihree miles of a pig' 
eon rcoet. 


It shall be unlawful to ueo in tho pur- 


suit of any duck, goose, brant or otner 
aquatic birj, any sneak boat, sail boat, 
steamboat or floating raft or bos, or any 
similar device, and iteball also be unlaw- 
ful to construct or ueo any blind in the 
opouwater outaide tho natural growth of 
jrass or rushes then and tboro projecting 
above the weter. 


It sliull bo unlawful at any season to 


hunt, shoot, catch or pursue any of the 
birds or animals mentioned in the first 
six sections oC this act in tbe night time, 
or to employ any devise, means or con- 
trivance whatever for catching, killing or 
destroying any such »imal in the night 
tivno. 


It ehall be unlawful to kill, take, wound 


or pursue, purchase or Lave in possession 
wton killed or taken any of tho birds or 
animals mentioned in tho first six sec- 
tions of this act with intent to expor^ 
carry or convey tho same, or any part or 
portion of finch bird or animal beyond 
the boundaries of this state. In deter- 
mining tho question ot intent of any 
party charged nailer this section, any 
competent proof that the accused has 
within orje year exported or cansed to be 
exported or conveyed beyond tho limits 
of this stale, any bird or animal covered 
by this section, or any part of such bird 
or animal, shall be received as prima 
facie evidence of tho existence ot such 
unlawful intent charged in tbe complaint 
or information. 


It shall be unlawful to take, catcb, kill 


or destroy, or have in possession when so 
killed or taken, any otter, martin, mink 
or mnskrat or fisher, between tbe first 
day of May and the succeeding first day 
of November. 


U eball bo unlawful to pnrsue, trsp.ec- 


snare or kill, any otter, beaver, mink or 
muskrat, or other fur bearing animal, 
upon tho lands or to the middle of any 
streamer water adjoining lands of an- 
other person wbo'is engaged in the busi- 
ness npcn such lands of breeding or rear- 
ing any such animals. 


Any person who shall violate any pro- 


vision cf this act shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shall bo pnoiUied by 
fino not exceeding ono hundred dollars, 
or ty imprisonment in the county jail 
not more tban six montuis, or by both 
snch fine nrjd imprisonment. 


Senate bill No. 870, wbioh will be 


passed, provides for the appointment of 
game wardens, etc. The bill as amended 
will be as followo: 


It shall be the duty of the governor, 


upon tho passage of this act, to appoint 
four persons to bo known as game war- 
dens, whose duty it shall be to secure the 
enforcement of all statutes of this state 
for the preservation of fish £nd game; to 
bring or cause to be brought actions and 
proceedidga in tbe name of the state of 
WiBCOnniu, to recover any and all fines 
and penalties, and to punish all violations 
of smd statutes. 
Such game wardens 


shall hold tbfcir cdico for the term of two 
years from the date of such appointment 
and until tbeir successors shall ba ap- 
pointed and qualified, ftnd any vacancy 
during such term ehull be filled by the 
goyernoi. Such game wardens may ap- 
point one or more d epnties for each 
county, who shall have all the authority 
of the game wardens c-sccpt as herein 
otlierwiae provided. Sncb deputies shall 
receive no salarj-, but shall be entitled to 
the same foes as constables now receive 
in criminal coses for like services,and 
paid in like manner. Such deputies may 
be removed at any time and tbeir places 
filled by tbe game warden who appointed 
them. 


Any Buoli game warden or any suoh 


deputy may arrest, any person or persons 
by them delected in actually violating 
any provision of the laws of this ttatn re- 
lating to tho protection of fish or game, 
and may take snch person or persons so 
offending before a justice of tlie peace, 
police justice or otber magistrate having 
juriedic;ion, who shall proceed with such 
cause in manner and form as provided 
by law. It sbdll be the duty of such 
game wardens or one ot tbaai, opon re- 
ceiving information that any 6u:h law 
hoe been violated, to immediately cause 
a thorough investigation to be made of 
such complaint and to CHUEO proceedings 
to be instituted, if tbe proof at hand will 
warrant a conviction. 


It ehall be the duty of all disti.ict at- 


torneys o£ this state to co-uperate with 
the game wardens and their deputies to 
secure the enforcement of tbo lawi of 
this state for the preservation o£ game 
and fish, end it ehall be tbu duty of such 
district attorneys to institute proceedings 
in the name of tbe slate of Wisconsin, 
whop complaint is made by any ouch 
warden or any euch deputy, and to pros- 
ecute all BBCh proceedings vigorously, 
and to furnish anali game wardens or 
their deputies advico or ossistailoeSfrom 
time to time as the same may be required. 


Such game wardens ehall have an an- 


nual salary of £POO eacb, payable monthly 
out of tbe state treasury, and actual di« • 
bursemenfs while traveling in tho line of 
duty;sncb disbursements to be audited 
by the secretary of state and paid out of 
tho state treasury as otbfr salaries and 
disbursements nro paid, and also neces- 
sary printing, stationery and postage. 


It shall be tba duty of each game 


warden to file in tho office of the aeoro- 
tary ot state, quarterly' m each year, a 


dnticH, in itemized statement ot bis 
actual expenses and disbursement, the 
number of suits commenced at his in- 
stance, tbe number of convictions secur- 
ed, the aggregate amount of fines collect- 
ed, and the nnmber of persons imprisoned 
for the violation of the game and fish 
laws; also itemized statements of tbe 
amount of game or fish confiscated under 
the provisions of this act and the 
amount ofjnonej realized from tbe aame. 
Suoh statement shsil bo venfit-d by the 
oath ot such warden. 
Upon the passage of this act tbo pecre- 


tary of state shall prepare and print in 
pamphlet form all laws relating to the 
preservation of game and fish in the state 
ot Wisconsin, and shall cause five thous- 
and (5,000) copies of suoh pamphlets to 
bo furnished to said game wardens for 
their own information and for distribu- 
tion among the people of the state.
